A typhoid scare rumored about the city the first of this 
week fell flat when subjected to an investigation Wednesday 
morning. The rumor originated after test 
samples 
taken 
from citv wells were returned from the State Board of Health 
Laboratories indicating the presence of B Coli in excess of 
the maximum health requirements. 
That coupled with the 
fact that several typhoid cases exist in the city led to insist­ 
ent rumors that the city water was unsafe. 
Dr. G. W. Presnell, City Health Physician, and 
Lon 
Swanner, Water Commissioner, explained that samples tak­ 
en from the deep, 400-foot, well were returned marked 
100 
per cent safe. Incidently, however, samples were also tak­ 
en from the two 170-foot, or, as they are commonly termed in 
Sikeston, shallow wells. Samples from the shallow wells in­ 
dicated the presence of 50 B Coli per c. c., which would make 
the water unsafe for drinking purposes. Mr. Swanner ex­ 
plained Wednesday that samples from the shallow wells were 
tested in order to determine how much chlorine should 
be 
added to make this water safe in case the shallow wells should 
be called upon later this summer. 
There is absolutely no cause for alarm since the present 
supply of water is being drawn entirely from the deep well 
which scored perfect when subjected to laboratory tests.
